Ont., March 16.—The gov­ 
ernment has received word that the 
Canadian council of agriculture, meet­ 
ing at Regina, has decided that tile 
whole wheat crop of Canada shall be 
taken for the British government 
The price to be paid, it was decided, 
should be, for No. I Northern at Win­ 
nipeg. a minimum of $1.50 and a maxi­ 
mum of $1.5*0 a bushel. 
An optional suggestion is $1.70 flat 
at Fort William for grades from No. I 
Northern down. to be levied according 
to milling tests. The British offer wan 
$1.30 at Fort William. 
It is understood the Dominion gov­ 
ernment will handle the business, buy­ 
ing from the farmers and 
insuring 
transportation to seaboard. 


CANNOT FIND LANDING PLACE 


German Consul to Philippines Kept 
Aboard Ship. 
Washington, March 16.—Franz Karl 
Zilelman, former Gorman consul to 
th® Philippines, Guam and the Sulu 
Islands, is traveling back and forth 
on the Pacific ocean, unable to find 
hospitable shores upon which to land 
Zilelman was expelled from Manila 
following the break in diplomatic re­ 
lations between the United States and 
Germany and then sent on an Ameri­ 
can army transport to Japan en route 
to China. 
The Japanese authorities, 
however, declined to afford him safe 
conduct and he was forced to con 
tlnue his journey to Honolulu.

SWEEPING VICTORY 


FOR ANTI-GERMANS 


Washington, March 16.—The over­ 
throw of th© Russian autocracy was 
accepted Iii all quarters here as a 
complete victory for the anti-German 
sentiment in 
th© 
empire, removing 
virtually all chance of Russia being 
druwu away from her allies into a 
separate peace. 
The seiiHatlon created by the news 
of the successful revolution, the turn­ 
ing out ut the ministry and the arrest 
of pro-Germans was followed by an­ 
other more profound when press dis­ 
patches announced the abdication of 
Emperor Nicholas. 
The revolution was not wholly un* 
expect*^!, hut the abdication of the 
emperor was dumbfounding to both 
official and diplomatic circles. 
It had been assumed that although 
th© emperor, influenced by his Ger­ 
man wife and pro-Te ti tonic advisers, 
was lukewarm or worse iii the sup­ 
port of his allies, he would be per­ 
mitted to continue nominally as the 
bead of tho new government. 
The overthrow of the government 
by the dunta Is Interpreted here as 
the

of

throughout the war to rid the coun­ 
try of the German Influence. 
From the earliest Russian military 
reverses, th© German press has been 
filled with rumors and predictions of 
a separate peace In Russia. 


LONDON IS NOT SURPRISED 


Presa Views Russian Revolt as Hard 
Blow to Germany. 
London. 
March 16 —News of tho 
Russian revolution was not a surprise 
to the public. The sudden closing down 
of the durns and th** council of th© 
empire in Petrograd, news of which 
reached London on Sunday, together 
with news of food riots in th© Rus­ 
sian capital, which although accord 
lug to telegraphic reports were hot 
of a serious nature, caused consider­ 
able suspicion here as to how events 
w ere progressing. 
The proclamation by the military 
governor in Petrograd forbidding any 
street assemblages and declaring that 
any disorders would be ruthlessly sup­ 
pressed made It uppear that affairs 
were graver than the dispatches al­ 
lowed by the Russian censorship would 
indicate. 
Then came two day* of absolute si 
lence from Petrograd, which extended 
even to official war bulletins, and ru­ 
mors began to circulate that some kind 
of a revolution was happening. 
The 
Russian 
revolution is 
com­ 
mented upon editorially here with en­ 
thusiasm, mainly as a great triumph 
for the entente and a great disaster 
for tin* central powers. 
Th© press 
describe* It ma the death of German 
hopes and a more cru*hlng and more 
farreaching blow than Germany has 
yet received. 
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London, March 16.—The board
